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27. The method according to claim 26 wherein the second liquid comprises a 
halide-free liquid. 

28. The method according to claim 26 wherein step b) comprises the step of 
simultaneously decreasing the flow of the liquid reactant and increasing the 
flow of the second liquid. 

yT- 29. The method according to claim 26 wherein step b) comprises the step of 

simultaneously increasing the flow of the liquid reactant and decreasing the 
flow of the second liquid. 



30. The method according to claim 26 wherein said step b) occurs during a 
steady state of liquid flow into the combustion zone. 

31 .The method according to claim 1 wherein an atmosphere exposed to the 
combustion zone comprises an atmosphere of water contained in air.
